ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  growth  of  public  interest  in  the  preservation  of  beautiful 
and  historic  places  in  the  Commonwealth  during  the  past  year  was 
evidenced  in  the  attendance  at  the  Annual  Conference  on  January  23, 
1952,  which  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  The  Trustees. 

During  the  year  the  annual  spring  and  autumn  field  trips  were 
also  well  attended. 

Visitors  to  the  Crane  Memorial  Reservation  beach  during  the 
season  numbered  approximately  300,000  persons  in  50,000  cars. 

Although  not  directly  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  Castle 
Hill  activities  on  that  Reservation,  which  are  sponsored  by  the 
Castle  Hill  Foundation,  Incorporated,  The  Trustees  may  well  feel 
gratified  at  the  public  response  to  the  use  of  the  Great  House  with 
its  terraces  and  gardens  as  an  art  center  for  courses  in  painting  and 
a  music  theater  for  outdoor  concert  programs  of  extraordinary  interest 
and  high  quality.

PLANS  AND  POLICIES  FOR  1952 

1.  To  foster  a  widespread  sentiment  for  the  preservation  of  beautiful 
and  historical  places. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  all  persons  and  agencies  actively  interested  in 
securing  places  "worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
public." 

3.  To  establish  an  active  local  preservation  committee  in  each  of 
The  Trustees'  affiliated  societies  with  a  view  to  furthering  the 
aims  and  purposes  of  The  Trustees. 

4.  To  maintain  and  develop  the  Reservations  entrusted  to  the  care  of 
The  Trustees. 

5.  To  preserve  places  of  scenic  beauty  and  historic  interest  wherever 
found  in  Massachusetts,  by  purchase  or  gift,  or  by  means  of  ease- 
ments or  special  agreements  with  landowners  concerning  the  future 
use  of  their  properties. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
in  the  Ballroom  Annex  of  the  Sheraton  Plaza,  Boston,  on  January  "23, 
1952,  at  a  quarter  to  twelve  o'clock  in  the  morning,  with  President 
Walcott  in  the  chair.

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The  Secretary  presented  his  report,  which  covered  the  pubHc 
relations  activities  of  The  Trustees  and  was  followed  by  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

During  1951,  the  Committee  on  Investments  held  three  quarterly 
meetings,  that  for  September  being  omitted.  The  Committee  consists, 
as  last  year,  of  Edward  L.  Bigelow,  president  of  the  State  Street  Trust 
Company;  Alva  Morrison,  trustee  and  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Cambridge  Savings  Bank;  Dwight  P.  Robinson,  Jr., 
vice  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Investment  Trust; 
and  your  Treasurer  as  chairman. 

Endowment  Funds 

The  Committee  has  charge  of  the  investment  of  two  funds,  the 
General  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  Mission  House  Endowment  Fund. 
Certain  changes  in  these  investment  lists  were  made  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1951,  but  as  they  do  not  in  any  way  affect  the  incomes  for 
1951,  the  investment  lists  just  prior  to  the  changes  are  used  as  the 
basis  of  the  following  comments. 

General  Endowment  Fund.  The  book  value  of  this  fund,  approxi- 
mately at  the  close  of  1951,  was  $133,409.12  with  a  market  value 
as  of  mid-December  of  some  $179,000.  The  investment  list  included 
thirty-seven  different  securities,  divided  on  book  values  about  63  per 
cent  in  common  stocks,  18}^  per  cent  in  preferred  stocks,  lOj^  per  cent 
in  corporate  bonds,  and  8  per  cent  in  government  bonds.  The  income 
for  the  year  was  $9,460.64,  or  just  over  7  per  cent  on  book  value, 
against  $8,899.22  in  1950.  Uninvested  principal  cash  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  $2,233.66.  The  fund  comprises  16  project  endow- 
ments ranging  from  $24,000  to  $716.  The  inadequacy  of  this  fund 
will  be  referred  to  later. 

Mission  House  Endowment  Fund.  The  book  value  of  this  fund, 
approximately  at  the  close  of  1951,  was  $103,766.69,  with  a  market 
value  as  of  mid-December  of  some  $133,850.  The  investment  list 
included  twenty-six  different  securities,  divided  on  book  values  about 
68  per  cent  in  common  stocks,  123/^  per  cent  in  preferred  stocks, 
14j^  per  cent  in  corporate  bonds,  and  5  per  cent  in  government  bonds. 
The  income  for  the  year  was  $6,935.80,  or  6.7  per  cent  on  book  value, 
against  $6,946.62  in  1950.  Uninvested  principal  cash  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  (deficit)  $11.67.  This  fund  seems  adequate  for  its 
special  purpose. 

Operating  Accounts 

Turning  now  to  our  Operating  Accounts,  three  of  our  properties 
—  the  Old  Manse  in  Concord,  the  Mission  House  in  Stockbridge,  and 
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the  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  Memorial  Reservation  in  Ipswich  —  have 
their  operating  figures  kept  separately.  These  will  be  spoken  of  later. 

The  balance  of  our  operations  include  twenty-two  Reservations, 
as  well  as  our  general  administrative  costs,  and  are  handled  through 
our  general  operating  account  in  Boston.  These  condensed  figures 
for  1951  compared  with  1950  are  as  follows:

The  Gifts  were  almost  entirely  to  our  various  Reservations; 
$6,207.57  by  various  donors  to  six  of  them;  and  $11,500  to  the 
Rocky  Woods  Reservation  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Joel  E.  Gold th wait. 

The  Receipts  from  Projects  of  $2,075.70  represent  the  income, 
exclusive  of  endowment  income,  from  the  twenty-two  projects 
covered  in  the  general  account  figures.  Of  these  twenty -two,  only 
eleven  carried  themselves  from  their  endowment  incomes  and  mis- 
cellaneous receipts.  Three  only  had  local  receipts  of  any  consequence : 
i.e..  Monument  Mountain,  $498;  Whitney  Woods,  $378.59;  and 
Rocky  Woods,  $863. 

The  Loan  from  the  State  Street  Trust  Co.  is  now  outstanding. 
Previous  loans  made  from  time  to  time  from  the  State  Street  Trust 
Co.  have  been  paid  off  in  part  by  borrowings  from  our  principal 
account.  During  the  years  1948,  1949,  and  1950,  it  was  necessary 
to  borrow  from  our  principal  account  $9,913.40  to  provide  funds 
sufficient  for  our  operations.  The  outstanding  $4,000  loan  from  the 
State  Street  Trust  Co.,  borrowed  for  current  needs,  brings  the  present 
total  of  current  borrowed  and  unpaid  sums  to  $13,913.40.  Interest  on 
the  bank  loan  is  3  per  cent,  and  we  are  paying  4  per  cent  on  the  debt 
to  the  principal  account.  These  figures  clearly  show  the  inability 
of  normal  sources  of  income  to  make  this  general  operating  account 
self -liquidating.    It  is  therefore  obvious  that  there  is  great  need  to 
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increase  our  General  Endowment  Fund,  which,  as  time  passes, 
cannot  be  expected  to  return  as  much  as  in  the  year  just  past.  Thus, 
anticipating  a  substantially  lower  rate  of  return,  it  seems  clear  that 
the  Endowment,  merely  to  meet  current  needs,  should  be  increased 
by  at  least  $150,000;  and,  looking  to  the  future,  the  Endowment 
should  have  very  substantial  further  increase,  for  no  public  funds 
are  at  our  disposal.  Also,  a  large  increase  in  memberships  would  be 
most  helpful.

As  to  the  three  reservations  excluded  in  the  above  brief  analysis : 

Mission  House,  Stockbridge.  The  income  from  the  handsome 
endowment  of  $100,000  given  by  Miss  Choate,  together  with  admis- 
sions, sale  of  souvenirs,  etc.,  on  the  ground,  have  been  sufficient  to 
cover  operating  costs.  Under  the  terms  of  the  endowment  gift,  The 
Trustees  receive  20  per  cent  of  the  endowment  yield.  The  local 
credit  operating  balance  at  the  first  of  the  year  was  $725.70,  and  at 
its  close,  $647.01.  The  local  figures  of  operation  for  the  year  1951 
were:

There  was  at  the  close  of  the  year  $1,000  in  the  Lee  Savings  Bank 
as  a  reserve  fund,  and  in  the  Housatonic  National  Bank  for  current 
local  needs  $647.01  as  above.  There  was  also  a  credit  balance  in  the 
Boston  endowment  income  account  of  $2,129.84. 

Old  Manse,  Concord.  During  1951,  $2,474  was  raised.  The  local 
figures  of  operation  were:

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The  local  credit  balance  in  the  Concord  National  Bank  on 
January  1,  1951,  was  $565.21;  the  balance  on  December  31,  1951, 
$598.09.  The  Endowment  Fund  is  now  $3,644.86.  It  is  interesting 
that  there  were  in  all  12,098  visitors  to  the  Old  Manse. 

Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  Memorial  Reservation,  Ipswich.  The 
operating  figures  for  1951  show  as  follows:

While  these  figures  are  technically  correct,  they  do  not  present 
the  picture  for  the  year  as  in  substance  it  was.  Included  in  expenses 
is  a  payment  to  The  Trustees  of  $2,989.18  made  in  January  1951, 
but  made  out  of  the  net  earnings  for  the  year  1950,  being  20  per  cent 
of  the  net  income  from  the  Beach  for  that  year.  Also,  in  1951,  Capital 
Expenditures  were  made  in  the  amount  of  $177.66.  On  the  income 
side,  the  Castle  Hill  Foundation  (Art  Center  and  Concerts)  at  the 
close  of  the  year  still  owed  for  the  year  1951  $996.65.  Making  these 
adjustments,  it  would  appear  that  the  actual  operating  net  for  the 
year  would  show  as  a  practical  matter  an  operating  net  of  $3,981.93 
instead  of  the  deficit  of  $181.56  as  shown.  It  should  further  be  said 
that,  though  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  are  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  operations  of  the  Castle  Hill  Foundation,  to  which 
they  have  given  the  free  use  of  the  Great  House  and  the  surrounding 
grounds,  The  Trustees  assume  in  connection  with  its  work  no 
operating  or  financial  responsibility.  It  is  an  entirely  independent 
organization.  The  operations  of  the  Foundation,  however,  resulted 
in  1951  in  maintenance  and  upkeep  expenditures  of  various  kinds, 
which  would  normally  have  been  distributed  over  a  longer  period. 
It  is  planned  that  there  shall  be  no  overlapping  of  Foundation  and 
Reservation  accounts  in  1952.  During  the  year,  a  new  entrance  road 
to  Castle  Hill  was  built  by  The  Trustees  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Cornelius  Crane  and  at  his  expense.  Also,  improvements  to  the 
Rose  Garden,  which  had  fallen  into  disuse,  were  made  at  the  request 
of  Princess  Serge  S.  Belosselsky  and  also  at  her  expense. 

The  credit  balance  on  December  31,  1951,  at  the  First  National 
Bank  in  Ipswich  was  $17,227.69,  and  in  a  Special  Account  in  Boston 
is  $9,481.97,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  certain  equipment 
at  the  auction  sale  in  1950  at  Castle  Hill. 

Francis  E.  Frothingham,  Treasurer. 


Following  presentation  and  acceptance  of  these  reports  for  1951, 
nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Corporation  for 
members  who  have  voting  power  for  a  term  of  one  year  were  made 
by  a  Nominating  Committee  (Frederic  C.  Church,  chairman.  Ran- 
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dolph  Frothingham,  Miss  Amelia  Peabody)  and  approved.  The 
candidates  named  were  then  elected  by  unanimous  vote.* 

The  Nominating  Committee  also  presented  a  slate  for  officers 
and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  those  named  were 
also  elected  by  unanimous  vote.t 

In  concluding  the  business  of  the  meeting.  President  Walcott 
called  upon  Dr.  Joel  E.  Gold th wait  to  report  on  the  activities  at 
Rocky  Woods  for  the  1951  season. 

Following  Dr.  Goldthwait's  report,  the  President  turned  the 
meeting  over  to  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Reservations,  who  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee had  presented  a  silk  badge  to  those  Local  Committee  chairmen 
who  were  present.  Upon  invitation  these  chairmen  then  stood  to  be 
recognized :

Mr.  Steele  then  called  upon  Mr.  Francis  Cormier,  Senior  Land- 
scape Architect,  Department  of  Parks  of  the  City  of  New  York,  who 
was  present  as  representative  of  Mr.  Robert  Moses,  Commissioner 
of  Parks.  Mr.  Cormier  described  briefly  the  vast  work  of  this 
department  in  the  design  and  maintenance  of  the  parks  of  New  York 
City. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  a  quarter  to  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

LUNCHEON  CONFERENCE

Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 

The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  in  Massachusetts 
pioneered  in  the  field  of  preserving  places  of  natural  beauty  and

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historic  interest.  Other  societies  in  this  field  were  organized  before 
we  were,  such  as  the  Commons  Preservation  Society  in  England, 
but  the  two  great  National  Trusts  for  preservation,  in  this  country 
and  in  Britain,  have  followed  in  our  footsteps. 

During  their  sixty-one  years,  The  Trustees  have  acquired 
forty-four  Reservations.  Of  these,  nineteen  areas  have  been  turned 
over  to  the  Commonwealth  or  other  agencies  to  operate.  Twenty- 
five  we  manage  today  under  Local  Committees  of  Management, 
most  of  them  with  warden  service. 

We  have  no  pride  in  mere  ownership.  Our  aim  is  to  acquire 
places  of  natural  beauty  or  historic  interest  and  to  keep  them  in  as 
unspoiled  a  state  as  possible.  One  might  ask  why  public  Reserva- 
tions should  be  administered  by  private  Trustees.  The  answer  is 
that  under  our  democratic  government  there  is  no  assurance  that 
those  appointed  by  temporary  administrators  would  not,  with  differ- 
ing tastes,  destroy  or  mar  the  character  of  Reservations  whose 
natural  beauty  or  historic  significance  should  be  protected. 

An  owner  deeding  properties  to  our  board  of  trustees  can  feel 
that  they  will  be  cared  for  free  from  political  intrigue,  for  we  are 
guardians  of  property. 

What  may  happen  to  Reservations  that  should  be  treated  only 
as  parks  is  demonstrated  in  the  management  of  certain  publicly- 
owned  woodland  areas  where  foresters,  trained  to  commercial 
forestry,  have  recommended  cutting  ancient  trees  as  a  matured  crop. 
Thus,  magnificent  trees  have  been  slaughtered  with  comparatively 
little  return,  and  beautiful  woodlands  where  great  trees  should  have 
been  permitted  to  grow  as  in  primeval  times  have  been  greatly 
damaged  as  parks.  Although  some  forestry  can  of  course  be  carried 
on  in  state  parks,  most  of  them,  in  our  opinion,  should  not  be  treated 
as  commercial  forests. 

It  is  our  policy  to  maintain  Reservations  with  a  minimum  of 
cutting.  There  is  always,  however,  a  certain  amount  of  weeding  to 
do,  with  paths  and  vistas  to  open.  If  left  untouched,  the  same 
remark  might  be  made  as  that  of  a  workman  in  his  garden  to  whom 
an  amiable  observer  exclaimed,  "What  a  wonderful  garden  you  and 
God  have  made!*' — "Yes,"  he  replied,  "but  you  should  have  seen 
it  when  Nature  alone  cared  for  it." 

This  year  we  have  two  new  properties  to  report.  Fifteen  acres 
given  by  Dr.  Joel  E.  Gold th wait  were  added  to  Rocky  Woods  in 
Medfield;  200  acres  in  Royalston  with  a  beautiful  waterfall  and  three 
brooks  were  given  to  us  by  Mr.  George  L.  Foote. 

Many  citizens  have  again  been  informed  of  our  activities, — by 
radio  and  lectures,  and  through  the  mail.  As  we  depend  upon  contri- 
butions for  support,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  new  members.  One 
hundred  fifty-five  have  been  added  this  year,  making  our  total 
membership  2057.  If  we  could  count  upon  a  reasonable  annual 
contribution  from  each  of  our  present  members,  our  precarious 
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financial  position  would  be  greatly  relieved.  Activities  increase  year 
by  year,  but  not  our  income ! 

Our  Executive  Director,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Nathan  W. 
Bates,  has  dealt  with  many  day-by-day  problems,  surprisingly  varied 
and  numerous.  He  has  shown  our  film,  "Saving  Beauty  Spots  from 
Cape  Cod  to  the  Berkshires,"  before  many  audiences.  Recently  a 
surprising  request  came  from  the  State  Department  in  Washington 
for  our  film  to  be  screened  for  use  in  the  Embassy  in  Bagdad,  Iraq. 
He  has  devoted  more  time,  however,  to  the  problem  of  financing, 
with  the  specific  objective  of  trying  to  increase  our  inadequate  endow- 
ment, which  amounts  for  general  purposes  to  only  $35,000.  One  of 
our  endeavors  during  the  coming  year  must  be  to  continue  to  increase 
this  woefully  small  and  inadequate  endowment. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  Fletcher  has  succeeded  in  raising 
this  year  nearly  $25,000  to  meet  current  expenses  of  operation  and 
maintenance. 

From  a  friend  we  received  $1,824  to  meet  a  deficit  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  Bartholomew's  Cobble;  and  $500  from  Miss  Mabel  Choate, 
$1,000  from  Mr.  Rodney  Procter,  and  $236  from  friends  as  a  memorial 
to  Miss  Catherine  Andrus, — all  for  the  Cobble's  Endowment  Fund. 
We  received  $1,500  from  Princess  Serge  S.  Belosselsky  toward  the 
restoration  of  the  Rose  Garden  at  Castle  Hill  in  memory  of  her 
mother,  $12,563  from  Mr.  Cornelius  Crane  for  construction  of  a  new 
entrance  road  to  Castle  Hill,  and  materials  and  services  to  the  value 
of  $1,940.02  from  Mr.  Harlan  P.  Kelsey  toward  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  Italian  Garden;  $9,000  from  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait  for  the 
improvement  of  Rocky  Woods,  and  $2,500  from  the  late  Mrs.  Gold- 
thwait for  the  construction  of  a  recreation  cabin.  The  sum  of  $2,600 
was  raised  for  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Old  Manse; 
and  $1,000  was  raised  by  a  number  of  friends  to  endow  the  new 
Royalston  Falls  Reservation.  Marking  the  turn  of  the  year,  we 
received  from  Mr.  Sidney  L.  Beals  in  early  1952  a  gift  of  $5,473  for 
the  special  purpose  of  eliminating  the  deficit  on  our  Dinosaur  Foot- 
prints account  and  of  helping  to  wipe  out  the  deficit  resulting  from 
the  purchase  of  West  Chesterfield  Gorge. 

Following  the  gift  a  few  years  ago  from  Mrs.  Richard  T.  Crane, 
Jr.,  of  the  Castle  Neck  beach  and  dunes  at  Ipswich,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  Mrs.  Crane  left  us  in  1949  in  memory  of  her  husband  the 
house  on  Castle  Hill  with  its  gardens  and  park,  to  be  added  to  this 
magnificent  Reservation. 

How  to  use  the  house  became  a  serious  problem,  since  no  endow- 
ment accompanied  the  gift.  As  the  income  from  the  Reservation's 
beach  operations  is  not  suflBcient  to  maintain  the  Castle  Hill  buildings 
and  gardens  as  well,  only  two  courses  were  open  to  us:  either  to 
sweep  away  the  house  and  return  Castle  Hill  to  its  pristine  virtue  of 
blueberry  bushes  and  juniper  trees;  or  to  keep  the  house  with  its 
terraces  and  gardens  and  find  a  use  for  it.  To  follow  the  first  course 
seemed  weak  and  craven,  for  there  is  little  satisfaction  in  trying  to 
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avoid  a  mission,  nor  much  fun  in  life  if  not  ready  to  take  risks.  On 
the  other  hand,  to  offer  the  pubHc  the  opportunity  to  use  and  enjoy 
a  great  house  with  its  gardens  and  park,  protected  from  commerciali- 
zation by  a  board  of  self-perpetuating  trustees,  would  be  for  us  a 
rare  privilege. 

Realizing  their  responsibility.  The  Trustees  agreed  to  follow 
the  second  course  even  though  it  meant  a  number  of  new  problems 
in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  house  without  any  immediately 
available  funds. 

However,  we  decided  not  to  become  directly  involved  in  running 
entertainments  or  any  other  activities  at  Castle  Hill  as  a  means  of 
supporting  it,  but  rather  to  make  the  house  and  its  surroundings 
available  for  some  appropriate  use  under  the  direction  of  others. 
With  this  in  mind  we  sponsored  the  organization  of  the  Castle  Hill 
Foundation,  with  a  Board  of  Directors  of  its  own.  Mrs.  Albert  C. 
Burrage  was  elected  President,  and  Mr.  Bradford  Williams  Secretary- 
Treasurer;  and  they  have  worked  hard  and  well. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Foundation,  the  Art  Center  activities 
of  the  previous  season  were  again  conducted  by  Mr.  Harold  F. 
Lindergreen.  Then  Mr.  Samuel  L.  M.  Barlow  volunteered  his 
services  to  organize  a  music  festival.  After  studying  the  situation, 
he  proceeded  boldly  with  plans,  courage,  and  enthusiasm,  sweeping 
away  any  idea  of  diflficulties,  and,  like  the  hero  in  the  proverbs  of 
Alfred,  *'he  told  his  troubles  to  his  saddle  bow  and  rode  singing 
forth."    His  spirit  and  zest  attracted  many  others. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Foundation  the  Itahan  Garden  was 
cleared  of  weeds  and  restored,  and  a  series  of  evening  musical  enter- 
tainments were  organized  and  managed  with  skill.  There  is  nowhere 
a  more  beautiful  background  than  that  of  these  performances,  and 
I  believe  this  music  festival,  which  gave  much  pleasure  to  all  who 
attended,  will  become  a  permanent  feature  on  our  Reservation  at 
Ipswich. 

How  fortunate  it  is  that  there  were  men  of  foresight  so  long  ago 
at  a  time  when  little  thought  was  given  to  the  needs  and  uses  of  open 
spaces  to  bring  into  being  such  societies  as  ours  and  the  British 
National  Trust.  I  doubt  if  anyone  could  have  foreseen  how  important 
these  societies  would  become  as  the  owner  and  preserver  of  many 
of  the  great  places  of  history.  Following  two  devastating  German 
wars  and  the  confiscatory  taxation  which  is  part  of  the  social  revo- 
lution attendant  with  our  victories,  there  are  few  private  owners 
who  can  now  afford  to  keep  large  houses  and  parks.  This  is  particu- 
larly true  in  England,  where  the  National  Trust  today  is  the  guardian 
of  an  increasing  number  of  beautiful  and  historic  places  which 
otherwise  would  have  been  broken  up  and  sold. 

Appreciating  the  importance  of  preserving  historic  places  not 
only  for  material  but  for  educational  and  spiritual  reasons  as  well,  the 
British  Government  has  passed  two  significant  laws  which  we  might 
well  copy  in  our  state  and  nation. 
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The  first  enables  an  owner  to  give  an  historic  house  with  its 
gardens  and  outlying  farms  to  the  National  Trust,  continuing  to  live 
on  the  property  on  a  long  lease.  An  instance  of  the  working  of  this 
law  is  seen  in  the  great  palace  of  Knole. 

The  second  law  allows  an  heir  the  ironic  privilege  of  giving  his 
property  to  the  Government  in  lieu  of  death  duties.  Through  this 
law  the  National  Trust,  to  whom  the  property  may  be  turned  over, 
has  saved  many  famous  and  historic  buildings.  An  instance  of  public 
benefit  under  this  law  is  the  recent  acquisition  of  Penrhyn  Castle  in 
Wales,  which  was  accepted  by  the  British  Government  in  lieu  of 
taxes, — a  transaction  announced  in  the  London  papers  under  the 
headline:  "A  Five-Room-Flat  Girl  Gives  Away  190-Room  Palace." 
These  two  laws  have  saved  many  beautiful  and  historic  places  for 
the  nation.    May  we  profit  from  their  example. 

In  an  address  before  the  National  Organization  of  Travel 
Agencies,  the  President  of  the  National  Council  for  Preservation  of 
Historic  Sites  and  Buildings  made  a  convincing  statement  of  the 
increasing  material  return  from  historic  monuments  through  their 
stimulation  of  travel  trade.  But,  in  addition  to  this  material  return 
he  points  out  how  important  it  is  to  save  national  monuments  from 
an  educational  point  of  view.  For,  as  an  Associate  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  recently  said, 

Tradition  is  not  a  barren  pride  in  dead  glory.  It  is  some- 
thing that  provides  refreshment  to  the  spirit;  something  that 
gives  us  assurance  and  a  sense  of  destiny  and  a  determination 
to  hold  fast  to  the  great  things  that  have  been  done  through 
valor  and  imagination  by  those  who  have  gone  before  us. 

By  preserving  places  of  national  historic  interest,  generations 
have  the  opportunity  to  see  where  history  was  made  and  to  know 
something  about  the  men  who  have  made  history,  who  fought  for 
and  spread  English  freedom  and  civilization  around  the  world. 

Our  Executive  Director  will  continue  to  promote  our  Society 
and  increase  our  membership,  especially  devoting  his  time  to  the 
building  of  our  endowment.  I  hope  that  each  of  our  members  will 
tell  his  friends  of  our  work  and  help  us  to  find  more  contributors. 

The  Standing  Committee  appreciates  the  work  of  the  chairman 
of  our  Committee  on  Reservations  and  all  our  Local  Committees, 
and  we  thank  them,  together  with  our  many  other  friends  who  have 
helped  us  in  different  ways  during  the  past  year. 


Following  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
President  Walcott  introduced  Mr.  C.  Russell  Mason,  Executive 
Director,  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  and  presented  to  him  The 
Trustees*  annual  Conservation  Award.  Mr.  Mason  made  graceful 
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acknowledgment,  accepting  the  award  —  as  he  put  it  —  more  on 
behalf  of  the  organization  he  represents  than  for  himself  personally.* 
The  President  then  introduced  Mr.  Paul  Bigelow  Sears,  Pro- 
fessor of  Conservation,  Yale  University,  author  of  Deserts  on  the 
Marchf  Life  and  Environment,  This  Useful  World,  etc. 

Professor  Sears  :  There  are  two  problems  that  now  concern 
scientific  men  and  many  other  people.  One  is  how  best  to  use  the 
resources  of  the  world  in  which  we  live.  The  other  is  the  problem 
of  increasing  pressure  on  those  resources  through  heavily  increasing 
population.  You  may  see  these  problems  in  the  vicinity  of  any 
great  city,  where  it  is  bursting  its  seams,  spreading  over  —  and  in 
some  cases,  taking  over  —  productive  land.  You  may  see  the 
Government  constructing  new  military  works  and  for  that  purpose 
requisitioning  some  of  the  best  farm  land  in  Ohio  and  Illinois,  for 
instance. 

Such  conflicts  of  interest  inevitably  arise  as  we  become  more 
numerous  and  —  by  definition,  I  suppose  —  more  civilized,  and 
they  create  tremendous  pressures  and  problems. 

It  might  be  interesting  just  to  sketch  two  or  three  problems 
that  have  come  to  my  attention  more  or  less  recently.  I  was  in 
New  Jersey  last  week,  and  several  things  about  that  visit  were 
notable.  One  was  that  I  had  talked  in  the  course  of  a  day  to  some 
500  college  graduates,  very  unusual  and  interesting  people.  After 
the  meetings  were  over,  I  discovered  that  not  more  than  a  half 
dozen  of  my  hearers  had  previously  had  any  inkling  of  the  ABC's 
of  conservation,  about  which  I  had  talked.  But  they  were  tre- 
mendously interested.  Think  of  500  people  going  through  an 
American  college  in  this  generation  and  having  no  sense  of  man's 
relation  to  his  environment !  To  me  this  is  really  a  shocking  thing. 

Again,  I  found  myself  there  in  a  community  caught  up  in  a 
process  of  which  it  was  utterly  unaware  except  through  the 
symptoms.  This  particular  community  was  troubled  with  the  fact 
that  it  had  a  great  many  flooded  cellars  at  times  and  no  water  to 
water  the  lawns  at  other  times  in  the  year. 

That  part  of  the  State  lies  in  great  folds  of  rock.  With  the 
pressure  of  so  many  people  trying  to  find  places  to  live,  homes 
were  built  first  on  the  ridges.    Trees  were  cleared  away,  and  so

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was  the  topsoil.  The  end  result  was  really  a  sort  of  roof  of  paved 
streets  and  houses  on  the  ridges.  The  moment  water  fell,  it  had 
no  choice  but  to  run  down  into  the  valleys,  just  as  the  water  does 
in  Bermuda,  where  people  depend  upon  rain  water  and  pave  the 
slopes  to  conserve  it  when  it  falls. 

Then  instead  of  using  a  zoning  law,  our  neighbors  in  New 
Jersey  built  homes  in  the  valleys.  These  are  the  places  which  have 
wet  and  flooded  cellars.  Their  only  outlet  is  in  the  Passaic  River, 
which  is  at  tide  level  and  a  problem  in  itself. 

Another  interesting  case  is  that  of  a  great  city  on  one  of  the 
fresh  water  seas  in  this  country.  This  harbor  is  the  mouth  of  a 
small  but  once  deep  river.  Here  enters  some  of  the  most  precious 
water-borne  traffic  in  the  world,  because  the  harbor  lies  between 
the  ore  fields  of  Duluth  and  the  coal  fields  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
ships  that  come  in  there  are  getting  larger  and  larger  for  economic 
reasons.  A  tremendous  industrial  and  financial  development  has 
taken  place  by  virtue  of  the  traffic .  Within  the  last  decade, 
however,  it  has  become  more  and  more  costly  to  scoop  the  mud 
out  of  the  river  so  that  the  big  ships  can  come  in.  $600,000  a  year 
is  not  peanuts  to  a  professor.  It  may  be  to  industry,  but  I  doubt  it. 
Assuming  a  generous  estimate  of  1,200  arrivals  per  year  at  the 
port,  $600,000  represents  a  tax  of  $500  per  ship.  The  real  crux 
of  the  matter,  however,  is  that  space  in  the  narrow  river  is  so 
valuable  that  industry  cannot  afford  to  have  dredges  around 
during  the  shipping  season.  ---^ 


Here  is  the  unbelievable  thing.  Until  three  years  ago  it  never 
dawned  on  the  industrial,  engineering,  and  financial  minds  that  that 
mud  which  they  were  so  expensively  removing  must  be  coming 
from  some  place  each  year.  When  they  finally  got  the  idea,  you 
never  saw  a  greater  bunch  of  enthusiasts  for  soil  conservation  than 
they.  They  are  willing  now  to  do  anything  to  get  the  farmers 
upstream  to  keep  their  valuable  real  estate  at  home.  <:=»-^ 

Another  problem  that  has  come  to  my  attention  is  in  the 
beautiful  Housatonic  Valley  in  Connecticut, —  an  unusual  and  an 
interesting  valley.  It  has  an  interesting  population,  too.  A  great 
deal  of  talent  lives  there,  including  artists,  designers,  lawyers, 
businessmen,  engineers, —  all  because  they  like  to  live  there. 
They  find  it  a  pleasant  place.  Also  many  of  them  are  interested  in 
economic  and  industrial  expansion  in  this  valley. 

Now  two  bodies,  according  to  a  law  of  physics,  cannot  occupy 
the  same  place  at  the  same  time.  If  you  are  going  to  have  factories 
expanding  without  check  or  hindrance,  it  is  going  to  affect  the 
quality  of  the  place  for  living.  Such  are  the  conflicts  that  create 
the  problem  of  conservation.  We  must  have  an  economic  base 
for  our  living.  And,  of  course,  we  know  how  desirable  it  is  to  have 
a  good  place  in  which  to  live.  We  can  either  neglect  such  conflicts 
until  it  is  too  late,  or  we  can  recognize  them  and  work  for  an 
intelligent  solution.  The  latter  is  in  the  spirit  of  true  conservation. 
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The  people  of  this  valley  also  face  interesting  problems  in  the 
possibility  that  agencies  may  come  in  from  Government  with  a 
ready-made  solution  for  their  problem.  They  are  concerned  about 
that  because  of  their  own  prejudices. 

Here  is  an  opportunity,  with  all  of  the  available  talent,  to 
enlist  subcommittees  of  lawyers,  of  businessmen,  of  engineers,  of 
artists  and  designers,  to  work  out  the  realities  of  the  situation,  to 
dream  out  the  kind  of  place  they  want  the  valley  to  be,  and  then 
be  ready  with  their  own  ideas,  so  that  they  will  not  be  caught 
flat-footed. 

The  problem  of  our  natural  resources  is  in  part  a  scientific 
problem.  People  must  come  to  see  that  our  relation  to  the  landscape 
involves  the  basic  laws  of  nature.  If  you  run  a  factory,  you  don't 
question  natural  law.  If  an  engineer  comes  in  with  a  design  defying 
the  law  of  gravity  or  conservation  of  energy,  out  he  goes.  But  we 
act,  constantly,  as  though  these  principles  did  not  apply  on  the 
landscape  when,  of  course,  they  do. 

One  difficulty  is  that  we  do  not  have  a  sense  of  natural  law 
burned  into  our  inner  consciousness.  Take  such  a  familiar  thing 
as  the  law  of  gravity.  The  earth  attracts  anything  loose  that  is 
free  to  fall.  The  moment  you  destroy  vegetation  on  a  slope,  the 
soil  and  the  water  will  do  the  obvious  thing  and  descend  to  a 
lower  level.  All  over  the  country,  and  sometimes  in  the  most 
shocking  fashion,  this  is  what  has  been  happening.  Soils  have 
been  displaced  and  water  wasted.  The  law  of  gravity  has  never 
been  repealed. 

Or  consider  the  law  of  conservation  of  energy.  Everything 
we  have  and  are,  in  a  physical  sense,  depends  upon  the  ability 
of  green  plants  to  trap  the  sun's  energy.  This  is  a  measure  of  our 
physical  capacity  for  civilization.  Unless  energy  is  stored  in  the 
form  of  food,  fuel,  or  fiber  by  green  plants,  the  potential  of  any 
landscape  to  support  people  is  lowered. 

In  the  profession  of  ecology,  we  develop  after  a  time  a  certain 
skill  somewhat  like  the  skill  of  a  diagnostician  in  a  hospital  ward. 
We  use  our  skill  on  the  landscape;  we  can  tell,  as  a  professional 
matter,  whether  a  living  landscape  is  efficient,  moving  ahead  and 
developing  into  something  better  as  a  basis  for  life,  or  whether  it  is 
diseased,  disorganized,  and  going  downhill. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  in  much  traveling  in  this  country  and 
other  countries,  including  our  sister  republics  of  Canada  and 
Mexico,  it  has  been  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  to  find  a 
landscape  that  I  would  rate  as  quite  healthy  and  quite  efficient. 

When  I  do  find  such  a  landscape,  it  is  aesthetically  satisfying; 
I  believe  beauty  is  a  pretty  good  prognosis  of  an  efficient  landscape. 
Also  in  my  experience  at  least,  where  people  have  occupied  and 
have  kept  a  landscape  efficient,  as  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  and 
others  have  done,  the  community  is  a  religious  community.  T  am 
not  talking  about  any  particular  brand  of  religion,  but  of  a  type  of 
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religion  which  includes,  as  part  of  its  basic  belief,  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility to  the  soil. 

I  could  document  that  statement  very  much  in  detail. 

This  brings  up  a  third  scientific  principle,  which  is  the  principle 
of  order  or  equilibrium.  There  is  a  tendency  for  nature,  when  given 
a  chance,  to  establish  order  and  efficiency  in  the  use  of  energy  and 
material.   When  we  create  disorder,  we  do  so  at  our  own  peril. 

Finally,  there  is  the  principle  of  interdependence.  We  are 
certainly  not  independent.  American  Men  of  Science  has  about 
2,000  pages, —  quite  a  thick  book.  To  get  you  a  little  perspective, 
if  you  gave  every  numbered  page  a  value  of  one  million  years,  the 
value  represented  by  2,000  pages  would  approximate  to  the  age  of 
the  earth,  or  two  thousand  million  years. 

For  the  first  billion  of  those  years,  there  was  very  little  life  on 
the  earth.  During  the  second  half,  most  of  the  development 
occurred.  The  story  of  man  would  be  confined  to  the  last  of  the 
2,000  pages.  And  written  history,  as  we  know  it,  would  be  confined 
to  a  portion  of  the  last  line. 

Under  the  circumstances,  for  us  to  think  or  even  to  imagine 
for  a  moment  that  we  are  the  lords  of  creation  and  that  we  are 
independent  and  can  go  our  own  heedless  way  certainly  seems 
to  me  rather  presumptuous. 

These  scientific  concepts  I  have  mentioned  are  fundamental, 
and  we  violate  them  at  our  peril,  just  as  we  do  in  mechanics  or  in 
any  other  field. 

I  should  like  to  see  those  simple  ideas  burned  into  the  con- 
sciousness of  everybody  who  goes  through  the  process  of  education. 
Too  few  get  them  at  home  or  in  school.  People  ought  to  have  the 
same  respect  for  such  principles  as  they  have  for  a  hot  stove. 

Next  is  the  question  of  values  or  the  ends  toward  which  we 
work.  As  you  know,  we  have  tremendous  forces  at  our  command 
today,  and  it  is  literally  true  that  we  can  have  almost  anything 
we  want  within  reason.  Most  of  our  trouble,  perhaps,  stems  from 
the  fact  that  we  are  not  quite  clear  as  to  what  we  want. 

When  the  children  of  Israel  came  down  to  the  Red  Sea,  they 
wanted  to  get  over  to  the  other  side.  It  opened  up  in  front  of  them, 
and  they  got  through.  Much  of  our  trouble  comes  from  the  fact 
that  we  haven't  consciously  formulated  in  our  own  minds  what 
we  do  want.  And  this  is  particularly  true  in  regard  to  the  environ- 
ment, the  world  in  which  we  live.  We  must  make  up  our  minds 
how  far  we  want  to  occupy  the  land,  and  in  what  manner.  Do  we 
want  to  fill  every  available  square  foot  of  space  with  the  works  of 
industry  and  production?  How  much  do  we  want  to  leave  to 
make  our  surroundings  better? 

Even  now  the  pressure  is  terrific.  If  everybody  in  the  State  of 
Ohio  wanted  to  come  up  and  look  at  Lake  Erie  at  the  same  time, 
they  would  be  lined  up  from  Ashtabula  to  Toledo,  shoulder  to 
shoulder,  seven  deep.  An  expert  on  recreation  has  calculated  that 
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fifteen  acres  to  one  hundred  people  would  meet  the  recreational 
requirement  of  the  average  community.  That  is  a  little  more  than 
one  city  lot  per  person.  If  you  have  your  own  backyard,  your 
recreational  needs  should  be  satisfied ! 

Such  are  the  things  that  we  have  to  think  about,  and  I  doubt 
that  you  can  plan  them  on  the  basis  of  utility  alone;  you  have  to 
dream  a  bit,  and  consider  some  of  the  intangible  yet  very  essential 
values.  I  need  not  tell  a  group  like  this  that  such  values  are  of  the 
utmost  importance. 

How  do  people  spend  money  after  they  no  longer  have  to 
work  for  it?  It  is  instructive  to  contemplate  what  people  do,  what 
they  set  real  store  by  when  they  become  financially  independent. 
Certainly  the  intangibles  come  in  for  very  heavy  weight. 

With  a  proper  sense  of  values  it  becomes  possible  to  enlist 
talent  in  every  community  to  help  work  on  common  problems. 
There  are  legal  problems,  engineering  problems,  problems  in  design 
and  economics,  etc.,  and  the  only  hope  I  know  of  is  for  people  on 
the  spot  to  get  busy  and  get  their  ideas  together  so  as  to  work  them 
out  in  the  long  course  of  time. 

Finally,  there  is  the  question  of  political  means,  and  I  shall  say 
little  about  that,  except  to  remind  you  that  it  is  possible  to  conserve 
resources  under  almost  any  political  system. 

It  has  always  been  a  cause  of  embarrassment  to  me  that  our 
opponents  in  World  War  II,  autocrats,  took  much  better  care  of 
their  natural  resources  than  we  have  of  ours.  It  is  equally  possible 
to  have  excellent  care  of  natural  resources  under  a  highly  developed 
democracy,  such  as  the  Scandinavian  countries  and  Holland. 
There  is  more  than  one  path  towards  the  goal. 

We  are  faced  constantly  with  the  choice  of  what  means  to  use. 
On  this  there  are  two  schools  of  thought.  The  lines  of  battle  have 
been  well  drawn  in  our  own  country.  One  group  feels  that  the  care 
of  natural  resources  cannot  be  entrusted  to  anybody  except  those 
representing  the  higher  echelons  of  Government.  I  must  say  that 
every  time  we  default  on  our  duty  as  citizens  of  our  local  com- 
munities, we  play  into  the  hands  of  this  philosophy.  The  other 
school  of  thought  holds  that  such  problems  can  be  largely  solved 
on  the  spot  by  the  people  living  there. 

Here  is  a  choice,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  that  we  have  to  make. 
I  suspect  that  you  can  guess  what  my  own  preference  is. 

At  conclusion  of  the  address  by  Professor  Sears,  the  President 
expressed  appreciation  on  behalf  of  all  those  present. 

Two  motion  picture  films.  The  People*s  Land  illustrating  Na- 
tional Trust  properties  in  England,  and  The  Forest  Produces  made 
available  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Conservation  Foundation  of 
New  York  City,  were  then  shown,  after  which  the  Annual  Conference 
of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  was  adjourned  at  half 
after  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
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Your  Committee  on  Reservations  finds  that  it  has  much  to 
think  about.  Yet  all  its  questions  come  back  sooner  or  later  to  one: 
How  does  this  piece  of  land  best  serve  the  people  of  Massachusetts? 

The  general  public  and  even  some  of  our  own  members  know 
too  little  about  the  rather  unusual  purposes  of  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations.  Nor  do  they  understand  the  peculiar  virtues 
of  our  holdings  which  make  them  different  from  other  public  recrea- 
tion facilities.  They  have  not  put  their  minds  on  evaluating  types 
of  natural  beauty  and  the  different  moods  in  ourselves  which  each 
one  serves.  Each  of  our  Reservations  has  a  particular  quality  which 
makes  it  of  special  value.  With  them  we  can  reach  all  natures,  from 
those  having  instinctive  enjoyment  in  nature,  plants,  and  animals 
to  those  who  have  sophisticated  aesthetic  response  to  beauty;  from 
those  who  want  rest  and  peaceful  recreation  to  violent  exercise;  from 
the  purely  animal  sun  bath  to  scientific  pursuit  of  knowledge. 

These  matters,  which  are  side  issues  of  public  recreation  (if  they 
exist  at  all),  are  our  major  concern.  No  matter  how  few  there  be 
who  appreciate  the  more  subtle  qualities  of  nature,  we  would  serve 
them.  A  handful  of  sensitive,  knowing  persons  means  more  to  us 
than  all  the  restless  thousands  on  Revere  Beach.  It  is  our  responsi- 
bility to  educate  the  sensibilities  of  people  and  increase  the  essence 
of  our  culture,  not  merely  to  add  to  the  sum  total  of  existing  pleasure. 

As  directives  to  the  public  and  as  guides  to  the  future  mainte- 
nance of  their  lands  by  Local  Committees,  the  Standing  Committee 
has  asked  for  analyses  of  our  Reservations,  and  we  continue  what 
was  begun  last  year.  For  lack  of  space,  only  one  such  analysis  is 
presented  this  year. 

PINE  AND  HEMLOCK  KNOLL  :  A  SUGGESTED  POLICY 

The  grove  of  ancient  pines  and  hemlocks  in  Wenham  is  a  rare 
relic  of  this  region  as  it  was  before  Europeans  found  it.  There  the 
last  three  centuries  of  history  have  been  ignored  and  the  visitor  is 
transported  to  some  distant  period  which  knew  no  human  work  or 
push.    It  is  a  place  to  forget  the  present  and  live  in  nature's  past. 

The  trees  are  noble  yet  not  uniquely  fine.  The  topography  is 
pleasantly  rolling  yet  commonplace.  There  is  no  view  or  other 
striking  feature  to  arrest  attention.  Nevertheless,  the  Knoll  casts  a 
spell  of  remoteness  from  time  and  cities  quite  out  of  proportion  to 
its  small  size  and  propinquity  to  thickly  settled  regions.  And  this 
magic  is  tenuous,  depending  on  unsubstantial  accidents.  It  is 
strengthened  by  finding  a  robin's  blue  egg.  It  breaks  and  is  gone  at 
sight  of  a  picnic  eggshell. 

The  solace  of  nature  is  precious  and  rare.  It  is  in  our  hands  to 
preserve  it  at  Wenham.  As  time  goes  on  and  the  neighboring  popu- 
lation increases,  that  will  be  more  and  more  difficult.  It  is  threatened 
from  three  directions. 
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1.  Use  of  adjoining  land 

While  our  property  includes  the  essential  Knoll  and  trees,  yet 
the  surrounding  lowland  onto  which  we  must  look  is  in  other  hands. 
Building  is  increasing  rapidly  in  all  this  region.  If  it  invades  the 
territory  on  our  borders — and  neither  swamp  nor  steep  slopes  can 
hold  off  building  nowadays — then  all  the  modern  world  will  be  ex- 
posed to  us,  and  we  to  the  world.  The  trees  would  still  be  fine;  yet 
the  lovely  veil  of  primeval  detachment  would  be  stripped  away.  We 
must  try  to  preserve  it.  To  do  that  we  should  add  all  around  a 
narrow  strip  of  land  which  is  of  little  money  value  at  present.  With 
that  we  could  keep  our  sanctuary  forever  solitary. 

2.  Forest  fires 

Forest  fires  cannot  be  ignored.  Neighboring  woods  touch  ours. 
Fire  could  come  from  them.  Part  of  the  proposed  boundary  taking 
should  be  used  as  a  fire  belt.  Such  belts  are  usually  harshly  cut  and 
ugly.  Yet  that  need  not  be.  By  using  skill  when  cutting  to  soften 
the  edges  and  bring  out  individual  trees,  they  can  be  made  harmoni- 
ous with  their  environment  and  appear  to  be  natural  glades  in  the 
forest. 

3.  Use  by  the  public 

Enjoyment  of  our  Reservations  by  the  people  is  one  of  our  major 
aims.  And  it  is  our  duty  to  distinguish  different  kinds  of  suitable 
enjoyment  and  try  to  satisfy  them  all  in  one  place  or  another.  The 
Pine  and  Hemlock  Knoll  has  power  to  reveal  the  quiet,  beneficent 
aspect  of  nature  to  those  who  choose  to  rest  in  silence.  This  is  no 
place  for  frolicking  children  or  busy  picnic  parties.  Clamor  dispels 
the  whisper  of  the  breeze  in  the  trees,  and  to  some  people  the  rustling 
needles  are  legitimately  preferred  to  a  crowd  around  a  picnic  fire- 
place. It  is  our  opportunity  to  serve  these  sensitive  people  who 
enjoy  isolation  in  exceptionally  favorable  surroundings.  So  we  do 
nothing  to  attract  a  large  public  here.  Instead  we  keep  the  pines 
and  hemlocks  inviolate,  ready  to  be  discovered  by  the  favored  few.

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GENERAL  POLICIES 

To  welcome  the  public  on  the  Reservations,  which  are  set  aside 
for  the  enjoyment  of  natural  beauty  and  the  edification  provided  by 
historic  places;  they  are  not  preserved  as  amusement  parks. 

To  preserve  The  Tbustees*  lands  in  pristine  condition. 

To  cherish  handsome  trees,  native  wild  flowers,  and  shrubs. 

To  protect  birds  and  wildlife. 

To  keep  vistas  open  and  excess  scrub  growth  cut  down. 

To  keep  to  a  minimum  all  roads,  paths,  parking  areas,  picnic 
grounds,  service  buildings,  etc.,  and  where  they  are  required  to  have 
them  simple  and  inconspicuous. 

To  preserve  historical  landmarks. 

LOCAL  COMMITTEES  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Preamble 

All  property  of  all  Reservations,  together  with  all  their  assets  and 
liabilities,  belongs  to  and  is  the  responsibility  of  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations. 

The  Trustees  have  delegated  power  to  act  to  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, which  determines  policies,  authorizes  disbursements  of  monies, 
and  stipulates  the  terms  of  use  of  the  Reservations  by  the  pubUc. 

To  assist  it  the  Standing  Committee  appoints  a  Local  Com- 
mittee for  each  Reservation  to  represent  it  in  administration  and  to 
carry  out  the  principles  of  The  Trustees. 

Composition 

1.  Individuals  who  have  concern  for  the  Reservation  and  will 
help  administer  and  oversee  it  as  circumstances  require. 

2.  One  or  more  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  when 
practicable. 

3.  One  or  more  members  of  the  Corporation  (voting  Members) 
of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  if  practicable. 

Didies 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  visiting  public. 

2.  To  receive  income  from  fees  payable  for  service  rendered  visi- 
tors; to  help  the  Standing  Committee  find  funds  for  normal  and 
extraordinary  expenses  of  the  Reservation;  and  to  report  on  the 
same  according  to  regulations  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

3.  To  hire,  pay,  and  superintend  such  labor  and  buy  such  mate- 
rials as  may  be  required  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
Reservation,  and  to  account  for  the  same  according  to  regulations 
of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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4.  To  protect  the  Reservation  from  injury  and  mistreatment. 

5.  To  report  annually  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  matters  of 
current  interest. 

6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Standing  Committee  for 
such  changes  and  improvements,  construction,  and  emergency  work 
as  may  be  needed  or  desirable.  This  would  include  all  undertakings 
which  affect  the  permanent  character  of  the  area,  such  as  increase  of 
land  holdings;  tree  felling;  building  of  roads,  major  trails,  and  fire- 
breaks; designs  for  planting,  shelters,  service  buildings,  memorials, 
etc.;  and  alterations  of  existing  buildings. 

7.  To  keep  on  file  in  the  office  of  The  Trustees  of  Public 
Reservations  all  rules  and  regulations  controlling  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Reservation,  all  of  which  must  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Local  Committee  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

***** 

Study  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservation  are  to  be  encouraged. 
Where  feasible,  descriptions  of  the  land,  local  history,  geology,  bot- 
any, ecology,  bird  lore,  and  wild  life  should  be  collected  and  pub- 
lished for  the  use  of  visitors. 

Where  conditions  permit,  a  small  area  should  be  set  aside  in  the 
Reservation  where  typical  objects  could  be  labeled  to  explain  different 
kinds  of  rocks,  plants,  trees,  etc.,  for  the  information  of  visitors.

The  summer  of  1951  in  the  Berkshires  was  a  moist  one,  and 
the  flora  of  the  Cobble  throve  accordingly,  though  attendance  was 
probably  adversely  affected.  In  fact,  the  grass  grew  too  luxuriantly 
for  the  cows  to  keep  it  in  check.  The  turf  was  more  attractive  when 
more  cows  were  pastured  on  it,  but  that  is  something  beyond  your 
Committee's  control.  The  cedar  trees,  also,  have  grown  so  much 
that  in  places  they  are  obstructing  the  views  of  the  river,  and  over- 
shading  some  of  the  rocks.   Some  thinning  may  soon  be  required. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  who  came  while  Mr,  Bailey  was 
in  attendance  was  1030,  758  of  them  paying  admission.  The 
remainder  were  children  and  local  people,  who  are  admitted  free. 
Visitors  to  the  Cobble  came  from  20  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  from  10  foreign  countries,  including  Israel,  Japan, 
Ireland,  Sweden,  and  the  Netherlands.  Nearly  all  these  visitors 
were  attracted  by  their  botanical  interest. 

The  Cobble's  appeal  to  the  general  public  is  still  far  less  extensive 
than  it  deserves  to  be.    How  to  extend  it  without  injury  to  the 
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unique  charm  of  the  Cobble  by  picnic  litter  and  the  like  is  a  problem 
that  must  be  faced  if  greatly  needed  gate  receipts  are  to  be  increased. 

In  November  Miss  Catherine  Andrus,  a  devoted  member  of  the 
Local  Committee,  died  at  her  home  in  Great  Barrington.  Born  in 
Sheffield,  close  to  the  Cobble,  she  had  known  and  loved  it  from 
childhood,  and  her  interest  in  its  welfare  was  unflagging.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  of  her  friends  will  make  gifts  to  the  endowment  fund 
in  her  memory. 

WILLIAM  CULLEN  BRYANT  HOMESTEAD  (Cummington)

During  the  year  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  at  the 
Homestead  which  could  not  have  been  done  previously  on  account 
of  war  shortages  of  one  kind  or  another. 

The  rear  portion  of  the  Homestead  was  covered  with  Bird's 
slate-blend  asphalt  shingles,  over  the  existing  wooden  shingles 
which  have  been  on  for  over  forty  years.  Then,  through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird,  your  Committee  was  able  to  put  shingles  on 
part  of  the  barn  and  storage  sheds.  All  this  was  done  at  a  cost  of 
$1300,  which  was  met  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  some  years  ago 
of  considerable  timber  that  was  threatening  to  spoil.  The  gutters, 
which  in  the  past  had  frequently  overflowed,  were  reconstructed  so 
as  to  throw  the  water  away  from  the  cellar. 

Since  Mr.  Robbins  was  unable  through  ill  health  to  continue  as 
caretaker,  your  Committee  appointed  Mr.  Lincoln  Howes,  who  was 
born  here  in  Cummington. 

Your  Committee  chairman  and  his  family  did  the  complete 
repainting  of  the  reception  room  and  hall,  which  had  become  terribly 
shabby  through  leaks  and  age,  and  it  was  quite  a  job.  Your  chair- 
man also  helped  the  plumber  put  up  new  leaders  on  the  front  porch 
and  library,  and  with  Mr.  Howes  braced  the  roof  of  the  barn  with 
one-half  inch  steel  cables  and  turnbuckles  where  the  beams  had  split 
and  allowed  the  roof  to  spread.  Things  now  seem  to  be  in  better 
shape,  and  can  be  made  to  remain  so  with  less  effort.  Mr.  Porter 
was  very  helpful  in  his  advice  on  some  of  the  matters  mentioned 
above. 

The  main  road  to  Pittsfield,  which  was  being  entirely  recon- 
structed this  past  summer,  was  somewhat  of  a  deterrent  to  visitors, 
who  numbered  about  115. 

For  the  information  of  those  desiring  access  to  Bryant  manu- 
scripts, it  should  be  said  that,  while  there  are  none  at  the  Homestead, 
the  New  York  Public  Library  has  microfilm  copies  of  most  of  them, 
filed  under  the  heading  "Goddard  Collection." 
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CHESTERFIELD  GORGE  (West  Chestebfield)

Noticeable  improvements  were  made  at  the  Gorge  during  the 
year. 

In  May  a  new  heavy-wire  guard  fence  was  erected  along  the 
brink  of  the  Gorge.  Four  rubbish  cans  painted  dull  green  were 
substituted  for  the  rusty  metal  drums  used  heretofore ;  two  modern 
picnic  tables  were  installed,  and  some  of  the  former  battered  tables 
and  other  structures  were  removed.  Credit  is  due  to  the  custodian, 
Mr.  Edward  Madison,  for  his  interest  and  efforts  in  keeping  the 
Gorge  in  attractive  condition  during  the  season.  More  work  remains 
to  be  done  in  fixing  up  the  fireplaces  and  in  accentuating  the  excep- 
tional natural  beauty  of  the  place. 

The  Local  Committee  regrets  the  loss  by  death  early  in  the  year 
of  its  first  chairman.  Dr.  Stanley  King,  whose  generosity  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  guard  fence  erected  during  the  year. 

The  Trustees'  Berkshire  field  trip  visited  the  Gorge  twice,  and 
an  Appalachian  Mountain  Club  canoe  trip  spent  a  night  there  in  the 
spring. 

Mr.  Frank  W.  Thayer,  the  resident  warden,  reports  that  the 
Gorge  was  visited  by  2286  people  during  the  year  despite  the  rainy 
summer,  an  increase  of  411  over  last  year's  attendance.

The  Crane  Memorial  Reservation  offered  even  more  varied 
attractions  this  year  with  the  featuring  of  evening  concerts  in  the 
Italian  Garden  by  the  Castle  Hill  Foundation,  the  corporation 
formed  to  utilize  the  cultural  facilities  of  Castle  Hill.  The  beautiful 
setting  and  superb  quality  of  the  music  combined  to  attract  large 
and  receptive  audiences.  Many  thousands  came  to  visit  the  Art 
Center  and  enjoy  the  concerts  or  to  tour  the  grounds. 

The  beach  once  again  furnished  a  healthful  outing  spot  for  many 
thousands  of  people.  Lack  of  commercial  amusement  devices  does 
not  prevent  the  beach  visitors  from  enjoying  a  carefree  holiday. 
Many  of  the  visitors  are  regulars  who  repeat  almost  weekly  ;  many 
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come  in  family  groups  who  enjoy  the  wide  expanses  and  the  oppor- 
tunities oflFered  to  get  away  by  themselves.  Winter  use  of  the  beach 
seems  to  be  increasing,  with  mild  Sundays  attracting  from  200  to 
300  people. 

Physical  improvements  at  the  Reservation  included  a  new  hard- 
surface  road  at  the  entrance  to  Castle  Hill,  a  gift  from  Mr.  Cornelius 
Crane;  reconstruction  of  the  Rose  Garden  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs. 
Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  by  her  daughter.  Princess  Serge  S.  Belos- 
selsky;  rehabilitation  of  the  planting  in  and  near  the  Italian  Garden, 
through  the  generous  co-operation  of  Mr.  Harlan  P.  Kelsey;  numer- 
ous structural  repairs  in  the  Italian  Garden  and  at  the  Swimming 
Pool  area;  and  a  new  sewage-disposal  bed  at  the  beach.

Work  was  begun  in  the  fall  on  the  long-deferred  program  of 
clearing  encroaching  trees  and  brush  which  are  threatening  to 
smother  the  laurel.  The  Harvard  Forest  woods  crew  put  in  several 
days'  work  on  the  project,  and  expects  to  do  more  during  the  coming 
year.  Dr.  Raup,  Director  of  the  Harvard  Forest,  was  kind  enough 
to  give  his  advice  with  respect  to  the  type  of  clearing  desirable, 
according  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Reservations. 

In  another  year  or  two  the  laurel  should  show  more  vigorous 
growth  and  a  greater  profusion  of  blossoms. 

Messrs.  Fletcher  and  Bates  of  The  Trustees'  Boston  office  have 
mapped  out  a  rather  steep  path  to  the  top  of  the  hill  which  will 
afford  views  to  the  south.  Another  path  from  the  entrance,  which 
will  show  off  a  good  stand  of  pine  and  laurel,  will  be  marked  during 
the  coming  year.

During  1950,  this  Reservation  was  greatly  benefited  through  the 
interest  and  actual  hard  work  of  the  late  B.  Nason  Hamlin,  a  member 
of  the  Local  Committee.  Mr.  Hamlin  personally  felled  many  small 
saplings  in  order  to  extend  the  view  of  the  river.  With  Mr.  Hamlin's 
death  in  March,  the  Reservation  lost  a  most  valued  friend.  To  the 
Committee's  good  fortune,  however,  Mrs.  Hamlin  was  presently 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  Committee  was  expanded  to 
include  Dr.  Barney  and  Mr.  Shewell. 

On  April  11,  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  during  their  period  of 
distributing  shrubs  to  "Friends  of  the  Arboretum,"  gave  the  Reser- 
vation several  flowering  specimens.  These  were  placed  at  the  top 
of  the  hill  so  that  the  motoring  public  can  enjoy  them  in  the  future.

The  year  1951  proved  to  be  the  best  season  in  the  history  of 
Halibut  Point.  Comparatively  mild  winter  months  with  little  snow 
brought  visitors  every  month  of  the  year. 

The  repairing  of  the  main  path  to  Halibut  Point  with  special 
cinders  turned  out  to  be  a  real  improvement. 

Considerable  rain  brought  out  wild  flowers,  blueberries,  and 
other  native  plant  material  as  never  before.  Favorable  weather 
in  November  and  December  led  to  more  visitors  on  the  Reservation 
than  ever  for  that  time  of  year. 

The  spring  and  fall  migration  of  birds  proved  an  added  at- 
traction, as  always.

To  be  able  now  to  take  a  delightful  walk  along  the  border  of 
Wakeby  Pond  among  the  great  beeches,  pines,  maples,  and  hollies; 


so 
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and  to  be  able  to  stop  and  admire  the  great  beds  of  rhododendrons 
(which,  when  they  are  in  bloom,  are  well  worth  a  trip  from  Boston), 
and  even  during  the  rest  of  the  season  to  see  their  massed  dark  green 
among  the  other  trees,  holding  one  entranced  with  their  beauty, — 
all  this  is  now  possible,  since  the  past  season  new  trails  have  been 
cut  out,  offering  the  visitor  this  delightful  walk.  It  is  well  marked 
so  that  it  is  easily  followed.  This  trail  opens  up  many  beautiful 
vistas  of  the  pond  with  its  interesting  shore  lines  and  islands  rising 
abruptly  from  the  water. 

Each  year  the  woods  become  more  fascinating  for  one  who  cares 
to  explore  their  wildlife,  a  splendid  example  of  the  Cape*s  great 
variety  of  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  and  animals.  The  woods  are  inter- 
esting all  through  the  seasons  to  those  who  love  nature. 

This  past  season  not  only  was  this  new  trail  opened  up,  but 
much  pruning  and  brushing  was  done  along  the  main  road  and  about 
the  large  hollies  where,  since  the  hurricane  opened  up  the  woods, 
cat  brier  has  come  in  very  badly.  In  some  ways  this  is  perhaps  an 
advantage  inasmuch  as  it  keeps  vandals  from  cutting  the  trees  at 
Christmas.  It  would,  however,  seem  too  bad  to  leave  the  hollies 
to  the  mercy  of  these  vines,  which  in  a  few  years  will  entirely  cover 
them. 

There  was  a  very  light  crop  of  berries  on  the  hollies  this  past 
season,  possibly  due  to  frost  in  the  late  spring,  but  some  of  the  trees 
were  heavily  set  and  were  very  beautiful  in  the  fall.  But  owing  to 
large  flocks  of  Labrador  robins,  which  came  early  in  December  this 
year,  the  berries  were  mostly  stripped  from  the  trees. 

There  is  much  that  could  be  done  to  increase  the  beauty  of 
the  woods,  for  there  are  places  where  no  trails  have  ever  been  cut, 
such  as  the  hill  at  the  end  of  the  woods  and  other  places  along  the 
high  land  near  the  Mashpee  side  of  the  Reservation.  To  carry  a 
new  trail  along  the  old  road  leading  to  the  hill  would  bring  a  lot  of 
new  attractions  within  easy  walking  distance,  for  here  at  the  end 
of  the  Reservation  overlooking  both  Mashpee  and  Wakeby  ponds 
are  some  of  the  most  interesting  views  in  the  whole  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  something  can  be  done  soon  toward  opening  these  up. 

A  new  wire  fence  was  put  up  at  the  entrance  to  take  the  place 
of  the  old  fence,  long  past  its  usefulness.

There  were  practically  no  blooms  at  all  this  year, —  the  first 
since  the  rhododendron  swamp  was  purchased  that  there  were  so  few 
developed  buds.  It  is  very  likely  that  there  may  be  an  excellent 
bloom  during  the  coming  season. 

During  the  summer  a  sawdust  covering  was  placed  on  the  paths 
where  needed,  and  a  small  amount  of  trimming  was  done  on  trees 
that  were  in  the  way. 

A  certain  amount  of  work  also  was  done  on  the  roadway  to  the 
swamp,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  necessary  to  go  over  it  again 
in  the  spring.

For  the  first  time  in  history  Misery  Island  has  been  self- 
supporting  due  to  the  fact  that  your  Warden  secured  the  services 
of  John  Morrissey  as  Assistant  Warden,  who  with  his  wife  and  five 
children  lived  in  the  warden's  cottage  during  the  summer  months 
without  any  remuneration  other  than  the  regular  admission  fees 
collected. 

It  is  gradually  becoming  evident  that  if  The  Trustees  want 
to  get  more  visitors,  better  landing  facilities  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided,— that  is,  a  solid  pier,  which  would  be  very  expensive.  The 
wharf  on  the  island  was  once  again  destroyed  in  the  hurricane  of 
1950  so  that  visitors  must  leave  their  boats  on  the  beach.  Your 
Committee  hopes  that  someone  may  wish  to  give  this  improvement 
as  a  memorial,  which  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  North 
Shore  and  yachtsmen  from  all  over.  Misery  Island  is  the  only 
island  between  Boston  and  Portland  where  yachtsmen  are  welcome 
to  camp. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  report  that  a  kind  friend  has  given 
a  14-foot  hull  suitable  for  an  outboard  motor,  which  will  replace  the 
boat  given  by  Mr.  Cornelius  Crane,  that  was  lost  in  the  severe  storm 
of  1950. 
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Those  who  have  visited  Misery  Island  at  any  season  of  the  year 
have  been  enthusiastic  about  this  Reservation.  Your  Committee 
hopes  that  more  people  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
see  it  again  during  the  coming  year  under  more  favorable  conditions 
than  last.

The  year  passed  quietly  at  the  Mission  House  and  the  attend- 
ance was  good,  the  total  number  of  visitors  being  2015, — an  increase 
of  288  over  1950.  This  includes  90  children  from  the  third,  seventh, 
and  eighth  grades  of  the  Stockbridge  schools,  25  from  SheflSeld,  and 
24  from  New  Marlborough.  Stockbridge  children  are  admitted  free, 
and  although  your  Committee  received  one  request  from  a  nearby 
town  to  admit  their  children  without  charge,  it  seemed  unwise  to 
change  this  policy. 

Among  the  year's  visitors  were  six  Stockbridge  Indians  from 
Wisconsin  and  one  from  Albany;  all  were  tremendously  pleased  with 
the  Mission  House. 

Dr.  Donald  Campbell  has  given  the  Mission  House  an  ancient 
stone  implement  which  was  dug  up  in  his  garden  across  the  street. 
This  implement  looks  as  though  it  might  pre-date  King  Ponkapog. 

A  small  event  of  local  interest  was  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the 
Rochester  Democrat-and~Chronicle  containing  an  account  of  a  letter 
written  by  George  Washington  to  Timothy  Edwards  (son  of  Jonathan 
Edwards)  and  found  by  his  descendant,  Robert  Burnett,  in  a  trunk 
in  his  attic.  The  letter,  dated  "Headquarters,  New  York,  August  10, 
1776,"  relates  to  the  enlistment  of  Stockbridge  Indians  in  the  Conti- 
nental Army  from  1771  to  1778,  and  was  brought  to  him  by  "Samuel 
and  John,"  two  Indian  runners. 

Your  Committee  has  started  a  Reserve  Fund  in  the  Lee  Savings 
Bank  by  a  deposit  of  $1000.  This  fund  is  to  reach  $5000,  and  was 
agreed  upon  with  The  Trustees  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  the 
Mission  House  to  them. 

A  number  of  repairs  to  house  and  fence  are  needed,  but  must 
wait  till  spring.  The  re-painting  of  the  red  barn  was  undertaken 
in  the  autumn,  but  since  it  was  found  essential  to  preserve  the  wood 
before  painting,  a  heavy  coat  of  Cuprinol  was  applied;  this  requires 
a  couple  of  months  in  which  to  dry,  so  the  painting  itself  was  post- 
poned till  spring.

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Meanwhile,  Mr.  Steele  used  this  time  to  discover  how  painting 
was  done  in  the  early  days  when  oil  paint  cost  too  much  to  use  on 
barns.  Through  the  Fogg  Museum  he  was  introduced  to  an  authority 
on  such  things,  Mr.  Thompson,  who  furnished  the  following  recipe, 
used  in  the  early  18th  century: 

Red  oxide  powder,  thoroughly  mixed  with  a  medium  com- 
posed of  one  half  well  washed  cottage  cheese  mixed  with  one 
half  slaked  lime  and  thinned  with  skimmed  milk. 

According  to  Mr.  Thompson,  this  is  particularly  strong  in  adhesive 
powers  and  will  be  much  cheaper  than  oil  paint.  The  work  is  to 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  spring,  and  the  inhabitants  of 
Stockbridge  are  eagerly  awaiting  the  result. 

Your  Committee  has  a  new  and  valuable  member  in  Mr.  Dwight, 
a  distinguished  citizen  of  Stockbridge,  who  is  a  direct  descendant  of 
Abigail,  Mrs.  John  Sergeant,  by  her  second  husband,  General  Dwight, 
and  is  a  student  of  local  history. 

The  members  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Wilcox,  Mr.  Bartlett, 
and  Mrs.  Patterson,  his  assistant,  for  their  continued  devotion  to 
the  Mission  House.

The  Reservation  was  again  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of 
Mr.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  parking  area.  He  reports  that  there 
were  no  protests  as  to  payment  of  the  small  fee  charged,  and  that 
an  increasingly  large  number  of  visitors  are  repeaters.  Many  like 
the  area  sufficiently  to  visit  several  times  during  the  season. 

It  will  be  desirable  this  coming  year  to  attempt  to  cut  some 
of  the  brush  along  the  main  highway.  At  some  time  in  the  future, 
also,  a  better  water  supply  should  be  made  available.  This  may 
involve  the  installation  of  an  artesian  well  and  pump  in  order  to  have 
a  more  reliable  water  supply  in  the  parking  area.

Admissions  for  the  year  totaled  12,098,  of  whom  9,775  paid 
the  regular  S5^  admission  fee. 

The  contractor's  bill  for  carpentry  was  considerably  less  than 
the  original  estimate.  Consequently  there  remains  on  hand  some- 
thing over  $1000  from  1951  subscriptions  for  repairs. 

It  will  be  necessary,  probably  in  the  spring,  to  shingle  most  of 
the  roof.  This  will  be  an  expensive  job,  probably  costing  between 
$400  and  $500. 

Your  Committee  has  replaced  rotten  sills,  put  a  preservative  on 
the  shed,  and  made  other  minor  repairs  here  and  on  the  old  kitchen, 
including  a  few  odd  jobs  in  the  main  house.  The  Manse  is  in  pretty 
good  shape  structurally  for  at  least  a  reasonable  time, — except  for 
the  shingling  of  the  roof. 

The  wall  paper  on  the  third  floor  has  been  patched  with  some 
extra  rolls  that  were  found;  but  the  wall  paper  in  the  hall  constitutes 
a  more  serious  problem,  for  its  condition  is  seriously  bad.  Repro- 
duction will  be  necessary,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done.  Propositions 
are  now  being  considered,  and  your  Committee  hopes  to  have  some- 
thing to  report  another  year.

The  term  status  quo  is  one  which  never  seems  to  apply  to  the 
Rocky  Woods.  Each  year  brings  about  some  changes  and  improve- 
ments in  the  Reservation.  The  year  1951  was  no  exception. 

The  most  notable  improvement  in  1951  was  the  gift  to  the 
Reservation,  by  the  late  Mrs.  Frances  A.  F.  Goldthwait,  of  a  large 
addition  to  the  building  at  Lake  Chickering.  The  original  building 
had  become  inadequate  to  handle  the  large  crowds  using  the  Reser- 
vation for  winter  sports.  Mrs.  Goldthwait*s  gift  provided  an  addi- 
tional room,  18  X  30  feet,  built  of  cedar,  log  cabin  style,  with  cement 
floor,  large  picture  window  facing  the  lake,  and  a  fieldstone  fireplace 
and  heatilator  at  one  end.  During  the  past  summer,  the  building 
enjoyed  much  use  by  groups  holding  outings  at  the  Reservation. 

This  year  also  saw  the  completion  of  a  modern  building  nearby 
which  provides  adequate  and  sanitary  toilet  facilities. 

The  wisdom  of  draining  and  clearing  the  stumps  from  Lake 
Chickering  in  1950  was  proven  by  the  condition  of  the  lake  this  year. 
For  the  first  time,  we  were  able  to  maintain  the  water  level  all 
through  the  season  so  that  the  boats  were  in  constant  use  during 
the  summer.  A  new  dock  was  completed  this  year,  and  additional 
boats  are  planned  for  the  coming  season. 

The  bridge  across  Echo  Lake,  with  its  lotus  pool  and  water 
gardens,  was  replaced  by  a  new  structure,  as  the  old  one  was  becoming 
unsafe  for  use. 

Two  additional  parcels  of  land  were  acquired  by  the  Reservation 
this  year,  increasing  the  total  acreage  to  four  hundred  ten.  While 
not  large  in  themselves,  these  two  areas  are  quite  important  in 
rounding  out  the  Reservation  holdings.  The  Baker  land,  containing 
approximately  six  acres,  provides  an  outlet  from  the  recreation  area 
to  Hartford  Street.  The  fifteen  acres  of  the  McNamara  land,  at  the 
west  of  the  Reservation  adjacent  to  the  land  recently  given  by 
Miss  Gwendolen  Morse,  straighten  out  the  western  boundary  of  the 
Reservation. 

The  mild  winter  of  1950-1951  was  disappointing  for  the  winter 
sports  enthusiasts.  However,  the  snow  removal  equipment  proved 
its  value,  and  there  were  no  better  skating  facilities  anywhere. 

The  final  project  of  the  year  was  the  clearing  of  two  acres  of 
woodland  adjacent  to  the  parking  lot.  This  will  be  seeded  in  the 
spring  to  provide  a  play  area  for  the  outings  which  are  becoming 
increasingly  popular.

The  15,000  baby  pine  trees  on  the  Reservation  have  grown  so 
large  that  clearing  out  the  vistas  has  become  a  large  item.  During 
the  past  summer  two  good  axemen  cleared  the  view  from  the  Solstice 
Stones  to  Mt.  Kearsarge  in  New  Hampshire,  sixty-four  miles  north- 
ward. 

Mr.  Sanborn,  with  his  Phillips  Academy  boys,  cleared  the  com- 
plete ski  development.  Interschool  meets  are  expected  if  the  snow 
is  thick  on  the  trails. 

There  were  over  400  trampers  across  the  hilltop  this  season — 
Scouts,  boys  interested  in  conservation,  etc. 

Easter  Sunrise  Service  was  joined  by  over  eighty  young  people 
from  Andover  and  North  Andover. 

Mr.  George  Link  of  Brooks  School  in  North  Andover  has  the 
geological  survey  of  the  Reservation  in  preparation.

Attendance  ran  about  3500  at  the  Woods  this  year,  with  the 
increase  over  last  year  of  1800  being  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the 
increased  use  of  the  picnic  facilities  by  clubs,  churches,  and  schools. 
On  more  than  one  occasion  groups  were  turned  away  because  of 
capacity  attendance.  This  year  a  high  school  senior  acting  as  warden 
carried  on  a  successful  season. 

Again  three  of  the  old  picnic  tables  were  retired  and  replaced 
by  three  new  ones,  and  three  large  stone  fireplaces  were  built.  The 
well  supply  proved  to  be  contaminated  for  a  second  season,  and  its  use 
was  discontinued.  A  summer  service  connection  will  have  to  be  made 
to  the  town  water  supply  for  the  1952  season  in  spite  of  the  burden 
this  will  place  on  the  budget.  Also  it  will  be  necessary  to  re-mark 
and  trim  out  most  of  the  foot  trails.

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It  is  suggested  that,  when  any  Local  Society  expresses  its  willing- 
ness to  cooperate  with  The  Trustees,  the  following  procedure  should 
be  followed: 

1.  That  the  Society  should  appoint  and  regularly  maintain  a 
committee  on  preservation  of  places  of  natural  beauty  or  historic 
interest;  and  that  these  local  Preservation  Committees  should  watch 
all  beautiful  and  historic  places  within  the  area  covered  by  the 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  should  inform  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  The  Trustees  of  any  case  where  their  intervention  might 
be  helpful. 

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  and  historic  places  in  the 
region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society  should  be  compiled 
by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee,  and  that  a 
copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the  oflBce  of  The 
Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should, 
as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  preserve  these  places  through  appeal 
to  local  pride. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should 
undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature  issued  by  The 
Trustees.

OES  not  the  landscape  deserve  attention? 
What  are  the  natural  features  which  make 
a  township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and  ancient 
trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are  beautiful; 
they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and  cents  never 
represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense.  .  .  . 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment.  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of  rare 
beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
